REFEREES have received little respect from soccer fans 
in Victoria and on some occasions even less from players. 

But in recent weeks we have noticed a new-look referee 
on our grounds. There has been a marked change in the 
refereeing of State League games by our top whistle men. 

Refs of the calibre of Jim Dixon, Geoff Harrison, David 
Yeliand, Lou Hemmes and the policeman-like Roger 
Lamb, have in recent week’s used their authority to 
advantage. 

it is apparent that the referees of Victoria have 
tightened their belts and have made it known that they 
will stand no nonsense from players on or off the field. 

The refs cleaned up the game in England last season 
with their get-tough campaign and now it has hit 
Austrlaia. Recent decisions prove our whistle men will not 
tolerate any cheek or ungentlemanly conduct by players. 

Hakoah‘s Phil Hammond received his marching orders 
‘at Middle Park recently. Last Saturday Dino deMarchi, of 
Juventus, also was told to take a shower when he raised 
his hands to his eyes in front of the referee at Olympic 
Park. 

In some cases club officials get hot under the collar 
when they see one of their players forced to take a 
shower. They have to restrain themselves from abusing or 
throwing something a t the man in the middle. : 

it was not many years ago when one of the federation’s 
present board members was seen hurling stones at a 
linesman because he didn’t agree with one of -his 
decisions. But these days — we hope — have gone for ever. 

Sanity now reigns at Soccer House, and the men there, 
and the men in charge of the game, are doing their best to 
put Soccer’s house in order by keeping the sport clean. 

Soccer Week is proud of the bold step taken by the 
Victorian referees’ body. It may be tough on players and 
officials but this step should have been taken many years 
ago. If it had, the round-ball game would have been more 
advanced than it is in this state today. 

Ther referees’ move to clean up our sport is good. It is 
up to the players themselves — and clumbmen — to see 
that they don’t get in the refs’ bad books. They should 
remember at all times that there is only one boss on the 
soccer ground — and that’s the man with the whistle. 
What he says goes without question. Always!
